ing on in several parts of the city. 
A strong 
minorityt 
accusing 
the 
strike leaders of treachery, in playing 
into the hands of the government, was 
demanding complete overthrow of the 
cabinet and turning the country over 
to control of the soviets. 
This senti­ 
ment was being fostered by fear of 
hunger. 
tabor leaders are now 
trying 
to 
separate the workmen's political de­ 
mands from Spartacan terrorism and 
violence, with which the radical ele­ 
ment of the workmen is closely con­ 
nected. 
% It was sympathy with the workers 
rather than a formal alliance 
which 
caused sailors and soldiers of the re­ 
publican guard to break with the gov-! 
ernment. These men had never been! 
dependable supporters of the cabinet] 
but were assigned to patrol the region 
around the Anex&nderplatz last Sun­ 
day. 
Meanwhile 
the 
government 
brought in volunteer troops from the 
environs. This provoked jealousy and 
ill feeling among 
the 
guards 
who 
sought trouble. 
Rival 
detachments 
met while patrolling. 
Abusive words 
led to shooting. This was the signal 
for 6000 guards to revolt and begin a 
warfare which menaced an important 
business district and caused the heavi- 
eal casualties even Berlin bas experi­ 
enced so far. 
It is unofficially esti­ 
mated that three 
hundred 
persons 
have been killed and 1000 wounded, 
including many women and children. 
War Minister Noske’s iron hand was 
really the determ ining,factor in calm­ 
ing tho strike leaders to accept a com­ 
promise with the government as they 
feared terrorism by the 
radical ele­ 
ments—which had not been 
invited 
into the strike—would lead the cabi­ 
net to declare a military dictatorship. 
The Spartacans amoug the

Discouragement and bitterness are 
increasing. The general lack of confi­ 
dence is pLovoking a

While the fighting was at its height, 
with airplanes of beth sides battling 
overhead, 
minewerfer 
and 
cannon 
battering down buildings 
and

chine gun and rifle bullets sweeping 
the streets, men and women a block 
away from the scene of the battle ap­ 
peared to be unaware of anything out 
of the ordinary. 
The fighting tonight was limited to 
a sort of guerilla warfare, with the 
radicals resisting in isolated streets 
and buildings. 
But rebellion seemed 
to be in the very atmosphere and it 
was feared 
the 
continued 
fighting 
might again set the whole city seeth­ 
ing with revolution.

Stop System, Or California 
Will Be Japanese Colony 
In 40 Years, He Warns 


RIVERSIDE, Cal., Mar. IO—Unless 
some*remedy is found to put a stop 
to the practice of importing “picture 
brides” into California by Japanese. 
Senator James Phelan, who is in»this 
city on his way to Los Angeles, says 
within the next forty years California 
will be a Japanese colony. 
“I consider it a danger menace to 
California to allow land to fall into 
the hands of Japanese,” said Senator 
Phelhn. 
‘‘They are already acquiring 
land in the names of their children, 
contrary to the spirit *>f the law. Some 
of the best land is already in their 
hands. 
"Picture brides are flocking into the 
starfe in great numbers. Photographs 
are exchanged between the men and 
women and by the provisions of the 
Japanese law they are 
married 
by 
proxy. The women come to California 
and are recognized as the legal wives 
of the Japanese men. The children of 
these unions are carefully recorded, if 
not in our courts, with the Japanese 
consuls, in order to establish their cit­ 
izenship when they have reached the 
age of 21. 
This is the practice that 
must be stopped or this state will be a 
Japanese colony in forty years.”

The nftlltary policemen 
were clubbed and placed under arrest. 
The news spread to the Eagle hut. 
Several hundred

their midst, swinging clubs. 
A free- 
for-all fight ensued 
in 
which 
four 
American soldiers and sailors were se­ 
verely injured and five policemen and 
and several score Americans, Canad­ 
ians and

were slightly 
hurt. Mounted policemen were called 
out but the fighting continued for two 
hours. 
Order was 
finally 
restored 
through the intervention of additional 
military policemen, 
who 
persuaded 
the soldiers and sailors to disperse.

Class Four contained some bitter 
letters. 
In them

was vigorously assailed, senators crit­ 
icising the league were applauded and 
in a number more or less thinly veil­ 
ed threats were made against the gov­ 
ernment if tho league compact is rati­ 
fied. Most of the letters of this class, 
however, struck the same note that 
ran through all the others—“Let us 
prevent war forever.” 
Scores of the letters offered substi­ 
tutes for the proposed league, ranging 
from a policy of complete American 
isolation, maintained by force, if nec­ 
essary. to a policy of diplomacy. The 
chief feature will be in keeping Euro­ 
pean nations constantly in rows with 
one another so this country should re­ 
main free.
